CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: June 27, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.126(b) Access and inspection of records and property. 

(b) The use of a room, table, or other facilities necessary for the proper 
examination of the records and inspection of the property or animals must be 
extended to APHIS officials by the dealer, exhibitor, intermediate handler or 
carrier, and a responsible adult shall be made available to accompany APHIS 
officials during the inspection process. 

You failed to have a responsible adult available to accompany APHIS 
officials during the inspection process. 

Date of Violation: On or About July 13, 2013-August 3, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(a)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). 

(b) Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate 
veterinary care that include: 

(1) The availability of appropriate facilities, personnel, equipment, and services to 
comply with the provisions of this subchapter 

You failed to have a program of adequate veterinary care that included 
the availability of appropriate facilities, personnel, equipment, and 
services. On three (3) separate occasions your staff, who were not 
licensed as veterinarians, performed castration procedures on three (3) 
male sugar gliders. Your facility also advertised that it could perform 
castrations on sugar gliders. 

Date of Violation: September 11, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.126(b) Access and inspection of records and property. 

(b) The use of a room, table, or other facilities necessary for the proper 
examination of the records and inspection of the property or animals must be 
extended to APHIS officials by the dealer, exhibitor, intermediate handler or

You failed to have a responsible adult available to accompany APHIS 
officials during the inspection process. 

Date of Violation: March 24, 2014
